W and Ecclefiaftical Penalties which all thoſe who 
rpetrated the Premiſſes have incurt d, and are to be

our Orders to the forefaid Bithops, thall be valid and 
tand good, as well againft thofe who in any wife 
were guilty of the Premiffes by prefuming to invade, 
moleft, and by the foremention d Methods difturb, 
the Territories and Places of the above-mention’d 
Dutchy, as thofe who laid and impos d the foreſaid 
Burthens and Oppreffions on the Perfons and Eftates 
of che Clergy. of that Durchy, either by themſelves 
or others, directly or indirectly, together with their 
Adherents, Fautors, and Abetrors, and all fuch who 
gave them Aid, Counſel, or Favour in any Manner, 


how illuftrious foever their Rank or Dignity may 


be; who when they ſhall have made due Reſtituti- 
on for the Damages they have done, and given con- 
dign Satisfaction befides to the Church, fhall yet no 
otderwiſe be abfolv’d and difcharg’defrom the faid 
Cenfures and Penalties, han b. Us, or the Roman 
Pontiff for the Time being (except at the Point of 
Death, nor then, unlefs they give lufficient Caution 
toobey and ſatisfy the Commands of the Church; 
and they fhall revert into the fame Condition as be- 
fore, if they happen to recover.) N 

We decree like wiſe that theſe Prefents and what- 
ever is therein contain d, can in no wile be excepted 
igeinft, impugn'd, invalidated, revers d, call d in 
Queftion, or examin'd by Terms of Law; tho’ it 
hhould be alledg’d that the foremention’d Perfons and 


all others interefted in the Premifes, or in any Man- 


ner pretending to have Intereft, even tho’ they be 
worthy of ſpecial and particular Mention, did got 
confent thereto, nor were fammon’d, cited, or heard; 
or that the Cauſes for which theſe Prefents were 
ifued were not fufficiently enumerated, made out, 
or in any Manner juſtify d; neither for any Cauſe, 
Colour, or Pretext whatever, or for any Article or 
Senfe contain’d in the Body of the Law, thall thefe 
Proceedings ever be charg’d with any Errour of Sub- 
reption, or Obreption, Nullity; or Invalidity, De-

Word for Word without any Owiſſi- 
on, and in che uſual Form, We do, leaving ſuch Ex- 
preſſian and Form in Force in all other Cafes, for 
this Time only, that the Premiſes may take Effect, 
exprefly and particularly derogate, and will and de- 
clare to be derogated, as well as from all and every 
other thing contrary hereunto. - 
Our Will further is, thar to Extracts, or Copies 
of theſe Preſents, even printed, if ſubſcrib'd by the 
head ofa Publick Notary, and ‘corroborated with 
the Seal of a Perfon diftinguith’d by any Ecclefiafti- 
cal Dignity, the ſame Credit fhall be given in all 
Places and Nations, as well in as out of Courts of 
Judicature, as would be given to thefe Prefents, i 
they were produc’d or exhibited in the Origina 
Dated: at Rome, in Maria Majore, under the Seal 
of the Fiſherman, the 27th of July 1707, of ont 
Pontificate the pth’ Year.
